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SUBJECT: CIV AIR: PAN AMERICAN/AEROFLOT PROBLEMS

1. ECON COUNSELOR HANDED NOTE TO COUNSELOR IL'YIN OF USA 
DIVISION MFA AT 1500 MOSCOW TIME, THEN GAVE COPY TO V.D. 
SAMORUKOV, DEPUTY DIRECTOR INTERNATIONAL RELATIONS DEPT 
OF MINISTRY OF CIVIL AVIATION AT 1600. AS EXPECTED, NEITHER 
PROVIDED OFFICIAL REACTION, BUT IL YIN INDICATED REPLY WILL 
BE FORTHCOMING IN DUE COURSE. 

2. AFTER PERUSAL OF NOTE, IL YIN INDICATED THAT HE PER- 
SONALLY WAS SURPRISED AND DISAPPOINTED TO SEE THAT NOTE REFLECTS 
APPROACH "NOT IN HARMONY" WITH PROGRESS IN BUILDING CLOSER 
RELATIONS BETWEEN OUR TWO COUNTRIES. HE COMMENTED THAT MFA 
HAD BEEN UNDER IMPRESSION THAT DESPITE MINOR PROBLEMS 
COOPERATIONHIN FIELD OF AIR TRANSPORT HAD BEEN MOVING FORWARD. 

3. SAMORUKOV, WHO RECENTLY ASSUMED PRESENT RESPONSIBILITIES 
AS DEPUTY TO MCA FOREIGN RELATIONS CHIEF PAVLOV, SAID HE WAS 
CERTAIN OFFICIAL RESPONSE, WHEN FORMULATED, WILL INDICATE 
STRONG DISSATISFACTION WITH EXPLANATION OF COURT SUBPOENA 
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MCA WOULD PREFER TO "ABANDON THIS FRUITLESS EXCHANGE OF COM- 
PLAINTS AND MOVE FORWARD TO FIND BETTER AND MORE SATISFACTORY 
WAYS OF EXPANDING COOPERATION IN THE FIELD OF AIR TRAVEL." 

IN REPLY TO COMMENT THAT BEST WAY TO PREPARE FUTURE COOPERATION 
WOULD BE TO CORRECT PAST ERRORS, SAMORUKOV SAID THAT WHILE 
SOVIET CIVIL AVIATION AUTHORITIES MAY NOT REPLY IN 
VEIN PARALLEL TO NOTE, FACT IS THAT THEY HAVE ISSUED INSTRUCTIONS 
TO AEROFLOT TO CEASE ABUSIVE PRACTICES. 

4. REFERRING TO PAN AM'S ALLEGED "ILLEGAL COMMERCIAL 
ACTIVITIES," (REF C), SAMORUKOV SAID THAT HAVING JUST 
CHECKED THE MUTUAL ACCOUNT BETWEEN BOTH AIRLINES, AEROFLOT 
ACCOUNTANTS ON BASIS DATA AVAILABLE TO THEM FOUND THAT PAN 
AM'S CUMULATIVE DEBT TO AEROFLOT OVER PAST YEAR EXCEEDS DOLS 
ONE MILLION, AND THAT THIS CIRCUMSTANCE TENDS STRENGTHEN VIEW 
IN MCS THAT PAN AM IS RAISING HOST OF MINOR AND SOMETIMES 
FICTITIOUS COMPLAINTS IN ORDER DRAW ATTENTION FROM ITS OWN 
MISDEEDS. SAMORUKOV STATED THAT "JUST ONE WEEK AGO AEROFLOT 
PRESIDENT WROTE TO PAN AM PRESIDENT" TO ADVISE HIM OF 
AEROFLOT'S FINDINGS. 

5. WHILE EMBASSY HAS NO WAY OF JUDGING ACCURACY OF AEROFLOT'S 
COMPLAINTS ABOUT PAN AM, FACT THAT NEITHER SOVIET OFFICIAL 
APPROACHED REACTED STRONGLY AGAINST CONTENTS NOTE SUGGESTS 
AWARENESS THAT THERE IS ROOM FOR IMPROVEMENT ON AEROFLOT'S 
PART. STOESSEL 
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
